INSANE ASYLUM. 


Elsewhere will be fotrad an article 


from the Sacramento Bee discriptive of 
the contemplated Asylum for the State 
•s planned by Architect Cook, npon the 
request of the State Board of Comnis- 
•nonets to submit plans and specifica- 
tions for inch an institution. Mr. 
Cook seems to have been imbued with 
the idea that Nevada wanted something 
wery grand in that line. Of course, it 
IB entirely oat of the question for u* to 
«r»n think of having such an expensive 
building as Mr. Cook has planned. 
Hev»dadoes not need anything of ih« 
kind. The Asylum in which our insane 
•re now kept at Stockton did not cost 
to exceed $40,000, and here in Beno 
where building is as cheap as it is in 
Stockton, it ia very certain that an 
Asylum, suitable for all present purpo- 
ses can be constructed for $50,000. 
The Asylum can be so built that an 
•nnex can be put on whenever needed. 
For $50,000 the State Prison, at Beno. 
could be completed, and then the State 
would have the present Prison at Car- 
Son which, at slight expense, could be 
Changed into suitable quarters for the 
Insane. It is very strange that $40,000 
quarters are good enough at Stockton, 
and yet when it is contemplated build- 
ing at home, tbe cost swells up to a 
quarter of a million. The magnificent

The line will pass 


•*°r.os8 the Trnckee Meadows al Steam- 
boat "reek, thence over the Washoe di- 
vide on thn east aide of the lake. From 
Wasnoe City a branch will be swung 
around the face of the mountain to 
Virginia City, a distance of fifteen 
miles. 


The highest grade will be 100 feet to 


the mile, though the average grade will 
be but 85 feet. 
Evening up on the 


curves will necessarily make the tirade 
Steeper on tangents, yet tbe average 
may be fairly stated at 85 feet. 
For a 


distance of eight miles all of the valleys 
in the vicinity will be in sight, affording 
grand and picturesque views cf diversi- 
fied scenery. 


The line from Washoe to Carson 


will tunnel the mountain at Lake View 
without interfering with the Virginia 
and Trnckee tunnel, and will for quite 
a distance hug closely the waste dumps 
of the latter road. 
The Carann ter- 


dinns will be in tbe vicinity of the old 
red barn south of King street. Even- 
tually it is the intention to extend tbe 
road to Bodie and Canaelaria direct, by 
way of Smith's valley, over Sweetwater 
summit, thence up East Walker canyon 
following the East Walker ri » i p to 
Bridgeport. Colonel Moore is the prin- 
cipal director of the preliminnry work 
•f the enterprise. The capital of the 
company is $3,000,000, mostly subscrib- 
ed in the East, though 300 shares have 
already been taken in Susanville, Cal 
and vicinity. Beno is the company's 
principal place of business. 


The preliminary surveys have been 


made under the direction of 
McClellan, chief engineer, with Mr. 
Loring as his principal assistant.. 


The project is a comprehensive one, 


and though many difficulties attend its 
final completion, the resultant advan- 
tages will be so groat that Jt will doubt- 
less be fully carried through and prove 
of immense benefit to the whole section 
which the iron belt will pass.

The distance from Mexico to the Ca- 


nadian Dominion is about 1,100 miles, 
and from the Pacific to meridan 100 ol 
west longitude, the avetage limit ol 
dense settlement in the Mississippi 
Valley, the distance is about the same, 
In this vast" region, with a total area ol 
768,000,000 acres, the Nation owns, 
probably, 600,000,000 acres, which ars 
offered to settlers without charge, in- 
cluding much desert, and much barren 
mountain, hot also vast areas of fertile 
soil, with genial climate. 


The people have been told by falsify 


ing demagogues that they have been 
robbed of the best part of their prop- 
erty in thin grand domain by the railroad 
land grants. It wonld be • difficult for 
the most unscrupulous hunter after po- 
litical spoils to invent a more disreputa- 
ble fiction. The land grunt to the Cen- 
tral and Union Pacific Bailroads was 
equivalent to a strip twenty miles wide, 
through land nine-tenths of which would 
bare been worthless for a century with- 
out the road. 
It was a strip twenty 


miles wide out of a region 1,100 miles 
wide—one mile out of 55, and this i» 
the only railroad now open from the 
Missouri or Mississippi to the Pacific, 
though grants were made to three others. 
And this one grant has been practically 
of little benefit. The Central Pacific 
Railroad Company has 11,000,000 acres 
of unsold land grant between Sacra- 
mento and Ogden; and in 10 years has 
not sold 500,000 acres in the same 
regiju, though it has to pay high taxes. 
The available laud grant of the Central 
Pacific has hitherto amounted to about 
BOO acres fcr each mile. 


A strip of 2f> miles wide—or to speak 


more accurately, alternate sections, like 
he blocks of a checker-board, along a 
width of 40 miles—was offered to the 
Texas and Pacific Road from the line of 
Texas to the Pacific, but this company 
failed to baild its road, and the South- 
ern Pacific built the line without a land 
subsidy. Congress offered a strip twenty 
miles -.ride to the Atlantic Pacific for a 
ou'i to be built on the 35th parallel, 
ud a strip 40 miles wide to thi North- 
ern Pacific for a road about the 47th 
parallel, and both companies are at 
work. 
These are the railroad land 


granU, extending from the Pacific to 
the 100th meridian, or farther East, and 
were designed to give access, us we have 
said, to a region 1,100 miles wide from 
north to south. Tne grants that have 
been earned and probably will be earned, 
have an aggregate width of 80 miles. 
The ratio of 80 to 1,100 is as one to 
•thirteen and three-fourths, or in other 
words, the Government has given one 
acre to make thirteen accessible, and to 
bind the whole country together with 
internal commercial and industrial rela- 
latious, as well ns to supply the meaus 
of defending the Pacific Slope in case of 
war. 


Not only has the Government secured 


the completion of two transcontinental 
roads and made the completion ol two 
others probable, but it has given a great 
stimulus to the construction of branch 
roads which have been built without na- 
tional aid. The Northern Utah extends 
370 miles northward from Ogden; the 
Southern Utah extends 140 miles south- 
ward from Ogden, making 510 miles of 
road on the meridian of Salt Lake. The 
road from Palisade to Eureka is 90 
miles, and that from Battle Mountain to 
Austin 93 miles long. The Virginia and 
Trnckee road is 52 miles long, and is to 
be extended 100 miles southward from 
Carson City. All these open up the 
tional domain and give access to regions 
that will be occupied by inaoy millions 
of people.

In the early put part of the present 


J«M, A. A. Cook, the well known archi- 
tect of Sacramento, received a commu- 
nication from the Board of Commis- 
sioners for the Care of Insane of the 
State of Nevada, requesting him to pre- 
pare plans for a boilding suitable to ac- 
commodate 200 patients. They also re- 
quested him to have such work done in 
time to submit the same to the Legisla- 
ture which is to meet January 3d, 1881, 
so that an appropriation for the erection 
of the building might be procured this 
Winter and the work of construction 
entered upon as early as practicable in 
the coming Spring. In accordance with 
this request Mr. Cook set at once to 
work on the preparation of the plans, 
and completed the same a few days 
since. Last evening he left for Carson 
City, Nevada, and to-day he will lay 
before the Board the result of his labors. 


The care of the Insane of Nevada has 


heretofore and does at present devolve 
upon parties in California. The patient* 
from that State are taken care of at a 
private asylum located near 'Woodbridge, 
San Joaquin county, and the State of 
Nevada pays the sum of $7 per week for 
the care of each patient at such institu- 
tion. As there are an average the year 
round of about 150 insane persons at 
such place, the cost of keeping them 
amounts to $54,600 per annum. This 
eaormons snm it is now proposed to 
save to the State by the erection of an 
asylum iieur Reno, and the building of 
p ich an edifice there will also have the 
effect of saving the large sums now paid 
out for the transportation of patients to 
this State. 


LOCATION OV THI 
ASYLUM. 


The new asylum is to be located \l/t 


miles east of Reno, fronting on tho main 
line of the Central Pacific Railroad, 
and the site is on 1GO acres of land be- 
longing to the State where it was some 
time since intended to erect a State 
prison. On this land there is already 
constructed a bandstoue wall 450 feet in 
length on three sides, 5 feet in thick- 
ness at the base, 31/, feet thick at the 
top, and 20 feet high, and this it is pro- 
posed to utilize in the construction of 
the asylum by taking the wall down to 
a bight of 10 feet and using the stone in 
the new buildings. 
The locution is 


probably as central and convenient as 
any that could have been chosen, in ref- 
enenca to the present meaos of commu- 
nication with the various parts of the 
State, anil to :iuy routes of travel likely 


not be overlooked that there if not • 
dark room or corridor in the entire 
building but every bath-room, watar- 
clotet, or lavatory, has a window in 
eaeh, communicating directly with the 
ontside. 


EBATWO ABBAXOHOinB. 


The boiler room at the extreme end 


of rear center building i» fitted up with 
three large tubular boilers, which will 
furnish steam for warming the building, 
driving the machinery, pumping wa'.er, 
washing cooking, etc., etc.; one large 
horizontal steam engine and one engine 
attached to the fan, and three bins for 
coal. The steam is carried from the 
boilers through four-inch 'welded iron 
pipes to coils of pipe in the basement, 
which are built in brick air chambers, 
with flues leading to the rooms and 
wards above in each story. The fan 
will be four feet wide by sixteen in di- 
ameter, and the fresh air is to be taken 
from * brick shaft nearly fifty feet high 
from the ground and passes down to 
the fan room, and is then driven through 
the main air duct, which runs under 
ground until it reaches the main cor- 
ridors, with branches to the chapel and 
main center building and the wards on 
each side beneath the floors of the flor- 
ndprs;apd the distributing flues pass 
up iu walls on each side of the cprridori 
to the rooms above; and the exit fluei 
are earned up in the same walls, one 
starting near the floor and the other 
near the ceiling, and which continue 
up to the attic and discharge into the 
open air through the large ventilators 
above the roofs. The water closets and 
bath rooms will have flues built for 
both upward and downward drafts for 
ttoeir ventilation. The only flies re- 
quired iu the building are those in the 
boilers, kitchen, bakery and ironing 
rooms. 


WiTEB 
BUPPLT. 


It is proposed to .have three water 


tanks on the upper stories of the tow- 
ers, capable of holding at least thirty- 
six thousand gallons of water, and to be 
so arranged that one or all may be used 
at pleasure. The water to supply the 
tanks, and flushing the sewers, etc 
will be pumped from a ditch running 
through the grounds. Hydrants are to 
be placed on the landings of each stair- 
case throughout the building, and in 
the yards outside, with hose attached, 
ready to be used in case of fire. The 
center building will be supplied with 
hot water from the kitchen boiler heat- 
ed from the water-back to the range 
The boilers for supplying the bath- 
rooms, and will be heuted from steam 
cells from the Summer pipes
